An apeal for relief on behalf

eighty disabled ex -service men 
at 
U. S. V eterans’ Hospital, Outwood, 
Kentucky, lias been 
received 
here 
from Henry C. Lewis, 
commander, 
and Victor 1*. Henry, adjutant, 
of 
hospital post No. 169 of the Ameri­ 
can Legion. 
The hospital 
is for tuberculosis 
patients and one of them is 
Paul 
Bennington son of Mrs. Ida 
Ben­ 
nington of this citv. The men in the 
hospital are 
totally 
disabled 
and 
without incomes. 
Lntil the first of last month the 
Red Cross and the Knights of Col­ 
umbus oared for their meeds which 
were not provided by tin* Govcrn- 
ment, but both of these organiza­ 
tions have been withdrawn, leaving 
thes men in want. Now the Legion 
Post feels 
the 
responsibility 
for 
these suffering comrades and 
has 
tried U* devise some plan fo r relief. 
They first considered trying to fin­ 
ance it alone but this was out of the 
question there being eighty of these 
disabled men and only a small group 
who earn salaries or receive com ­ 
pensation from the government. The 
'\ eterans’ Bureau was communicated 
with but advised that there were no 
funds available for that purpose. As 
it 
is the task of all, these men be­ 
ing from all over the states of K en­ 
tucky and Indiana and also isolated 
cases from other states, the Legion 
Post decided to appeal to the public 
for help.

On the desk of Chief 
of 
Police, 
John Kennedy .in the police d ep art­ 
ment office today were four 
sling 
shots, more familiarly 
known 
as 
“ nigger sh o o ters” that, according to 
tin» chief, are the lirst of a collec­ 
tion for a museum 
that is 
being 
started in the department. 
The sling shots were 
confiscated 
from small hoys 
W ednesday 
night 
when Patrlomen Orie IBackburn and 
Will Havens sleuthed into a corn 
patch in North 
Sexton 
street 
in 
search of “ violators of tin* 
law 
and “ violators of the well-being” of 
neighbors in the 
vicinity 
of 
the 
miniature corn lidd. 
Residents in North Sexton street 
have been troubled for tin* last sev­ 
eral days with boys shooting rocks 
at them whenever they would stop 
into the street. The boys would hide 
in the corn patch and lire a volle- 
of stones at passersby. One women, 
when she came out to hang clothes 
on a line, was struck in the cheek 
by a stone that stunned her, 
and 
that one incident put an end to the 
warring operations of the “ g a n g ”. 
The woman notified 
the 
police 
department and asked for aid, and 
when patrolmen went to tin* scene of 
the lawlessness thcv had no trouble 
in locating several hoys. The 
boys 
were warned, to halt operations, and 
to make the warning significant 
the 
sling shots were confiscated by 
the 
police, who returned them to 
the 
department office which they 
nov 
adorn, the desk, large, heavily built, 
black with dirt, as monuments 
to 
juvenile crime.

lowed an appeal to the full bench of 
the court for his denial of a writ 
of error. 
Announcement that 
Justice S an ­ 
derson had agreed to sign the 
bill 
of exceptions came 
from 
Attorney 
General Arthur K. Reading a fte r a 
lobby conference attended by 
the 
justice, the attorney 
genral, and 
A rthur I). Hill and FJias Field of de­ 
fense counsel. 
The conference lasted nearly 
two 
hours. There was no court session. 
After Governor Alvan T. Fuller’s 
midnight decision to grant Sacco 
and Vanzetti a twelve day respite—• 
to and including August 22— it 
was 
announced that the justices of the 
state supreme court had been vailed 


To Boston for a special session to be 
held Monday. 
Ij was pointed out that even 
it 
Chief Justice Eugg’s illness would 
not permit him to resume the bench 
Monday, it still would be 
possible 
for the supreme court to hear 
the 
case. Under the statutes, four 
of 
the five members of the full 
bench 
have the power to act. 
The supreme court already 
has 
twice ruled adversely in tin* Kaeeo- 
Vanzetti case, and until last night’s 
surprising developments it was 
be­ 
lieved the full bench had passed on 
the world fam ous case for the last 
time. 
While Hill and Field were c a rry ­ 
ing on at the supreme court, a n o t­ 
her member of the defense coun­ 
sel, Michael Angelo Musmanno tiled 
with the clerk of the Norfolk super­ 
ior court at Dedham, a Dili of ex­ 
ceptions to the recent adverse ru l­ 
ings of Judge W ebster Thayer, 
who 
presided at the trial. 
Exceptions were taken 
to Judge 
Thayer’s decision, denying motions 
for new trial, 
revocation 
of sen­ 
tence and stay of execution. 
The defense also took exceptions 
to his refusal to withdraw and p e r­ 
mit another judge to hear the v a r­ 
ious motions. 
Attorney M usmanno said he ex­ 
pected the bill of exceptions would 
carry th at phase of the ease before 
the full bench of the state supreme 
court at its scheduled special ses­ 
sion Monday.

on the Pacific, a t the noon luncheon 
of the club today, stopping off 
at 
Honolulu, Australia, New 
Zealand 
and one of the French island 
p o s­ 
sessions. 
Private 
Peat 
most 
graphically 
described the trip which he 
took, 
vividly picturing 
the 
picturesque 
countries he visited, comparing the 
peoples and their customs and com­ 
menting on the 
m any 
contrasting 
national traits 
which 
impressed 
him. 
' 
The Blue Danube Singers, also at 
the chautauqua today, favored 
the 
Iviwanians with a group of 
songs, 
three before the address 
and 
one 
afterw ards. They were gretted with 
the most vigorous applause and im­ 
plored to sing again and again. 
The entertainers in 
their 
first 
group sang “ O, Miss H annah,” their 
own arrangem ent 
of 
“ Valencia”, 
and “ Leanin’ on the L ord,” a negro 
spiritual. Their closing number was 
also a negro 
spiritual, 
“ Heav’n, 
Heav’n. ” 
George B. Moore, Jr., who 
has 
been in Arizona for several months 
on account of his health, was 
wel­ 
comed back by the 
club. 
Guests 
present included F ra n k George 
of 
Orlando, Florida, 
William 
Sparks, 
W arder W yatt, Frank 
Green, 
Jr., 
and Roy E. Iiarrold, all of this city. 
Private 
Peat 
is 
becoming 
an 
American, he said, but still has his 
British accent, and he said that 
if 
he ever held public office he hoped 
lie could impose the British custom 
of dealing with law breakers sum ­ 
marily. 
“ This postponing debts due 
so­ 
ciety from violators of the law is all 
the bunk,” he commented, 
adding 
th at imposing of the court’s 
sen- r 
tenee was delayed by 
silly senti­ 
mentality. 
Private Peat asserted th at if*you 
are this side of 50 or 60, you can get 
sentimental 
over 
the 
wonderful 
moonlight on the Pacific. 
“ If you are an A m erican,” 
he 
said, “ you are going 
to be proud 
about what this country has done 
Lor Honolulu, 
when 
you first 
go 
there. You will be surprised to see 
so m any Japanese— about 3 to 1— 
and about 65 per cent of the busi­ 
ness houses owned by Japs. 
They 
seem to be good Americans on 
the 
outside, but I don’t know what’s go­ 
ing on inside.” 
He described red-headed negroes 
who are native to a 
small 
island 
which is a British possession, loca­ 
ted enroute 
from 
Hawaii 
to New 
Zealand. 
His description of the trip across 
the Tasm anian sea separating New 
Zealand and A ustralia was interest­ 
ing. showing the contrast with 
the 
Pacific. Likewise, his description of 
the harbor at Sidney, Australia, the 
largest in the world, was entertain­ 
ing. 
But more of his interest was com­ 
parison of the people of Australia 
and New Zealand. 
Although living 
comparatively near their traits are 
opposites, he said.

the court for his denial of a writ 
of error. 


Announcement that Justice San- 


derson had agreed to sign the bill 
of exceptions came from Attorney 
General Arthur K. Reading after a 
lobby conference attended by 
the 


justice, the attorney 
genral, 
and 


Arthur D. Hill and Elias Field of de- 
fense counsel. 


The conference lasted nearly two 


hours. There was no court session. 


After Governor Alvan T. Fuller's 


midnight decision - to grant Bacco 
and Vanzetti a twelve day respite— 
to and including August 22—it was 
announced that the justices of the 
state supreme court had been called 
to Boston for a special session to be 
lield Monday. 


It was pointed out that even if 


Chief Justice Rugg's illness would 
not permit him to resume the bench 
Monday, it still would be possible 
for the supreme court to hear 
the 


case. Under the statutes, four 
of 


the five members of the full bench 
liave the power to act. 


The supreme court already 
has 


twice ruled adversely in the Sacco-

gentlemen, that I went down on 
my knees and prayed Almighty 
God for light and guidance more 
than one night. And one night 
late it came to me this way—I 
don't know how..it was, but it 
came. There was nothing left for 
us to do but to take them all, and 
to educate the Filipinos, and up- 
lift and civilize and Christianize 
them, and by God's grace to do 
the very best we could by them, 
as our' fellow men (or 'whom 
Christ also died:--And then 1 went 
to bed, and went to sleep and 
slept soundly."
